Tyler received the right to 
take part in the tournament af¬ 
ter they won the championship 
in the recent Region XIV Tour- 
new at Gentry Gym. For the 
past three years the Apache 
teams have gone to Hutchinson 
for this important occasion and 
for three years they have 
brought honor to TJC. In 1948 
in the tournament at Springfield, 
Missouri, they won sixth place. 
The next year in Hutchinson, the 
TJC lads really brought home 
“the bacon” in the shape of a 
first place trophy from the Na¬ 
tional Tourney. And last year, 
1950, they returned to Tyler with 
another trophy signifying that 
they claimed fourth place in 
the Nation and were still one of 
the best teams over the United 
States. 

Each and every student should 
be on hand to see the basketball 
team off when they leave for 
Kansas. It’s their duty and privi¬ 
lege as a student of Tyler Junior 
College to show those boys just 
how much they want them to 
win. For the past five months, 
the roundball boys have been 
sweating it out in Gentry Gym 
with long hours of hard practice 
as Coach Floyd Wagstaff began 
training them for the position 
they have gained. 

It is to him that we owe our 
thanks for finding these boys 
and bringing them to Tyler and 
then for training them so that 
we have had the National Recog¬ 
nition such as no other JC has 
had. 

In 1948 when Tyler won the 
first place championship, three 
boys were named all Americans. 

~ They were Jerry Champion, Jose 
Palafox, and Bryan Miller. Last 
year, O’Neal Weaver was named 
to the All tournament ten. 

This year O’Neal will go back 
to the tournament and it is the 
hope of TJC that he and a few 
more Tyler boys will win this 
outstanding honor. 

Tyler’s first opponent will be 
South Georgia JC of Douglas, 
Georgia. Other teams entered 
in the tournament are Tiffin, 
Ohio (Region 9) ; Benton Harbor, 
Michigan (Region 12); Norfolk, 
Nebraska (Region 11); York, 
Pennsylvania (Region 13) ; Birm¬ 
ingham, New York (Region 15) ; 
Moberly, Missouri (Region 16) ; 
Bremerton, Washington (Region 
3); Northeast, Mississippi (Re¬ 
gion 7); Wingate, North Caro¬ 
lina (Region 10); Weber of 
Ogden, Utah (Region 4); Ama¬ 
rillo, Texas (Region 5); Ven¬ 
tura, California (Region 1); 
Stockton, California (Region 2); 
and Dodge City, Kansas (Region 
6) * 

Last year’s champion w T as Los 
Angeles JC of Los Angeles, Cali¬ 
fornia; but this* year they^ have 
not qualified for the tournament. 
Ventura of California is taking 
their place. The Northeast team, 
which defeated Tyler last year 
in Regionals and in the Nation’s 
Tourney, is returning to Hutch¬ 
inson as champion of Region 7. 
Although Tyler has won four 
games from them, NEJC have 
defeated McNeese, which down¬ 
ed Tyler. 

The pairings for the games 
and the time schedules are 
March 20, 12:30 p.m. Tiffin vs. 
Northeast; 2:00 p.m. Wingate 
vs. Benton Harbor; 3:30 p.m. 
Norfolk vs. Amarillo; 6:30 p.m.

Tyler vs. South Georgia; 9:30 
p.m. Stockton vs. Dodge City; 
March 21 at 2:00 p.m. York vs. 
Birmingham; 3:30 p. m. Moberly 
vs. Bremerton. 

Tyler will play their second 
game against the winner of the 
Stockton - Dodge City tilt. No 
time has been announced yet 
but it will probably be Thursday 
afternoon. An alternate team has 
been chosen to play in the tour¬ 
nament if one of the others 
should be unable to participate. 
This team is from Fort Lewis 
in Colorado. They were runner-up 
in the Region 6 tournament.
